ing into personal incomes for out­

a payroll deduction. 
George estim ated th at the new 
revenue provisions in the bill will 
raise more than $8,000.000,000. 
This falls short of the treas­ 
ury departm ent's demand for a 
measure to produce at least $8.- 
700 000,000. 
However, it is much 
above the $6,581,000,000 provided 
in the m easure as it came from 
the House. 
The Senate finance committee, 
after weeks of arduous hearings, 
finally brought the bill to com­ 
pletion.

PAUL HAD heard in a v ision 
the cry, “Come ov er into Mace­ 
donia and help us.” Macedonia 
was in the northern part of w hat 
ta now* known as Greece. Paul 
felt that this v ision was a div ine 
command to him to go to Europe 
and sav e souls there. Therefore he 
and Silas took b oat and arriv ed at 
Philippi, a Roman colony and chief 
city of Macedonia. 
On the Sab b ath day Paul and 
Silas sought the riv er b ank to 
pray. A little b and of worshipers 
were there, and Paul and Silas 
taught them of Christ. A woman 
who was a “seller of purple.” 
dyes of this royal color which 
were ob tained from Tyrian shell­ 
fish found on the coast, was pres­ 
ent. She came from the city of 
Thyritira and she worshiped God. 
She listened attentiv ely to Paul's 
message and asked to b e b aptized, 
she and her household. A fter she 
had b een b aptized she insisted 
that the preachers b e guests at 
her house. 
A certain poor young woman 
was “possessed with a spirit of 
div ination." That means that she 
was mentally ill and talked wild­ 
ly. Hearing the two preachers, she 
followed them crying, “These men 
are the serv ants of the most high 
God, which shew us the way of 
salv ation." 
Followed Them Many Days 
This she did many days. and 
finally Paul turned and command­ 
ed, In the name of Jesus, that the 
spirit come out of her It came out 
and she was cured of her hysteri­ 
cal mania. Now certain men had 
made a good liv ing out of the 
poor woman’i rav ings, pretending 
that she could prophesy, so when 
they saw the source of this easy 
income v anish, they were v ery 
angry. They dragged Paul and 
Silas to the market-place, where 
the rulers were, saying. “These 
m# n b eing Jews, do exceedingly 
troub le our city." 
Tie 
multitude 
rose 
against 
Paul and Silas, tore off their 


clothes and had them b eaten, then 
b aled off to prison, where the jail­ 
er thrust them Into a dsrk cell. 
put their feet In the stocks, and 
left themjfeieing warned to keep 
them safely. Nothing could daunt 
the spirits of these b rav e men, 
howev er, so at midnight 
they 
were praying and singing in their 
loathsome prison, when an earth- I 
quake shook the foundations of 
the 
b uilding 
and 
b roke 
their 
shackles. 
When the jailer realized that 
his prisoners were free, he was 
terrib ly frightened, as he had 
b een told he must keep them safe. 
He knew hia life would b e for­ 
feited lf they had gone, so he pre­ 
pared to kill himself. Paul and 
Silas called to him, howev er, and 
told him not to harm himself as 
they were still in the prison. 
When he heard that he hastened 
to them, unab le to realize how it 
was that people Imprisoned and 
set free would not run away. 
Down on HL* knees b efore the two 
missionaries^ie fell, crying, “W hat 
must I do to b e sav ed?'1 
Believ e o n Christ 
“And they said. Believ e on the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt 
b e sav ed, and thy house." 
He then took them to his house, 
set meat b efore them, washed 
their wounds and was b aptized, he 
and all his family. With his ac­ 
ceptance of Christianity this man 
was changed. He was no longer 
the cruel Jailer, b ut the kind, hos­ 
pitab le host. 
Thus does lov e of Christ trans­ 
form us. making us indeed follow­ 
ers of Him, not only to lov e our 
enemies, to do good to those who 
use us spitefully and persecute 
us, b ut to “glory in trib ulations 
also; 
knowing 
that 
trib ulation 
worketh patience, experience, and 
experience, hope: And hope mak- 
eth not ashamed; b ecause the lov e 
of God is shed ab road in our 
hearts." 
In I John 5: "By this we know 
that we lov e the children of God. 
when we lov e God, and keep his 
commandments. 
"For this is the lov e of God, 
that we keep His commandments: 
and His commandments are not 
griev ous. 
"For whatsoev er is b om of God 
ov ercometh the world: and this is

Yield* Of M inter Oats 
It is possib le to get v ery high 
yields of W inter oats in southern 
Ohio, and they are more profit­ 
ab le than wheat on some farms, 
especially 
on clay soils. 
T hat’s 
why they are slowly coming into 
southern Ohio. 
The rate of seeding is two b u­ 
shels per acre. That is enough to 
giv e you a good stand, if they 
don't W inter kill, during an open 
W inter, and ev en then they may 
tiller and thicken 
the stand, 
if 
there is sufficient organic m at­ 
ter and plant food m aterial In the 
soil. 
'Pop dressing W inter oats with 
a light application of manure will 
prev ent some W inter killing, b ut 
if you use too much m anure on 
them, it has a tendency to mane 
them 
lodge, and 
that is a sure 
way to reduce the yield. 
I was on two farm s last Sum­ 
mer where moat 
of the 
W inter 
oats crop went down, after a hea­ 
v y rain accompanied b y wind, b ut 
ev en then the comb ine picked up 
enough to make the crop profit­ 
ab le.

ricking Up torn After 
A Coni Binder 
Drat is a hard job that many 
people 
are doing as this is b eing 
written, and a necessary job , for 
it is impossib le to rut corn with 
a b inder and not knock off any 
ears. 
There are a few things you can 
do though, to m ake the job ea­ 
sier. One of them is to select seed 
corn 
front standing stalks 
that 
hav e short, strong shanks, if you 
are raising open pollinated corn: 
or to use a hyb rid that has well 


started and another that is light 
pink, and that has alm ost as much 
fragrance aa an annual sweet pea. 
We hav e had perennial sweet 
pea b lossoms since the first week 
of June and we will hav e them un­ 
til a heav y frost kills them. 
If you do not hav e this flower 
in 
your home 
plantings get

started. You can easily do this b y 
tsking a friend or neighb or to 
giv e you a plant, that you will 
find around most any well estab ­ 
lished planting. 
Most seed firm s hav e perennial 
sweet peas and they are not v ery 
expensiv e. 
Sweet peas are not hard to 
raise. All we do is to put some 
manure 
on them, b efore

freezing w eather comes, or some­

leav es

straw , that giv es them good W in­ 
te r protection. 
E arly in the Spring some m a­ 
nure is put around the planting. 
AU you need to do in the late 
Spring is to remov e m ost of it, 
and then keep the weeds out dur­ 
ing the Summer, and this is not 
too hard to do, for the b ranches 
are close together, and weeds don’t 
hav e much of a chance to grow.

A little band of worshipers 
were there, and Paul and Silas 
taught them of Christ. A woman 
who was a ‘'seller of purple." 
dyes of this royal color which 
were obtained from Tyrian shell­ 
fish found on the coast, was pres­ 
ent. Ale came from the city of 
Thyritira and she worshiped God. 
She listened attentively to Paul’s 
message and asked to be baptised, 
she and her household.

It came out 
and she was cured of her hysteri­ 
cal mania. Now certain men had 
made a good living out of the 
poor woman’s ravings, pretending 
that she could prophesy, so when 
they saw the source of this easy 
income vanish, they were very 
angry. They dragged Paul and 
Silas to the market-place, where 
the rulers were. saying. "These 
men being Jews, do exceedingly 
trouble our city.” 
The 
multitude 
rose 
against 
Paul and Silas, tore off their 


clothes umS had them beaten, than 
haled off to prison, whore the Jail­ 
er thrust them Into a dark cell, 
put their feet tot the stocks, and 
left themBbeing warned to keep 
them safely. Nothing could daunt 
the spirits of theae brave men, 
however, so . at midnight they 
were praying and singing in their 
loathsome prison, when an earth­ 
quake shook tho foundations of 
the building and broke their 
shackles. 
When the Jailer realised that 
his prisoners ware free. ha was 
terribly frightened, as he had 
been told he must keep them safe. 
Ha knew his life would be for­ 
feited if they had gone, so he pre­ 
pared to kill himself. Paul and 
8tlaa called to him, however, and 
told him not to harm himself aa 
they were still in the prison. 
When he heard that ha hastened 
to them, unable to realise how it 
was that people Imprisoned and 
set free would not run away. 
Down on his knees before the two 
missionaries Jie fall, crying, “What 
must I do to be saved?’1 
Believe on Christ 
“And they said. Believe en the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt 
be saved, and thy house.’’ 
He then took them to hts house, 
aet meat before them, washed 
their wounds and was baptised, he 
and all his family. With hit ac­ 
ceptance of Christianity this man 
was changed. He was no longer 
the cruel Jailer, but the kind, hos­ 
pitable host. 
Thus does love of Christ trans­ 
form us. making us Indeed follow- 
era of Him. not only to love our 
enemies, to do good to those who 
use ut spitefully and persecute 
us, but to “glory In tribulations 
also: knowing that tribulation 
worketh patience, experience, and 
experience, hope: And hope mak- 
eth not ashamed: because the love 
of God is shed abroad in our 
hearts.”

Yields Of Winter Oats 
It is possible to get very high 
yields of Winter oats in southern 
Ohio, and they are more profit­ 
able than wheat on some farms, 
especially 
on clay soils. 
That’s 
why they are slowly coming into 
southern Ohio. 
The rate of seeding to two bu­ 
shels per acre. That is enough to 
give you a good stand, if they 
don’t Winter kill, during an open 
Winter, and even then they may 
tiller and thicken the stand, if 
there is sufficient organic mat­ 
ter and plant food material In the 
soil. 
Top dressing Winter oats with 
a light application of manure will 
prevent some Winter killing, but 
if you use too much manure on 
them, it has a tendency to make 
them lodge, and that is a sure 
way to reduce the yield. 
I was on two farms last Sum­ 
mer where most of the Winter 
oats crop went down, after a hea­ 
vy rain accompanied by wind, but 
even then the combine picked up 
enough to make the crop profit­ 
able. 
We have been feeding some 
Winter oats to our pullets. They 
like 
them as a 
supplementary 
grain 
ration with their 
whole 
mash. 


ricking Up Com After 
A Cora Binder 
That to a hard job that many 
people are doing aa this is being 
written, and a necessary Job, for 
it is impossible to cut corn with 
a binder and not knock off any 
ears.

Ona of them la to select seed 
corn from standing stalks that 
have short, strong shanks, if you 
are raising open pollinated cora:

Tomato Stakes 
By the time this gets into print 
it will be time to pull up the to­ 
mato stakes, and put them into a 
dry place for the Winter, unless 
we 
have a long late Fall, 
and 
sometimes we have it. 
I have been on a few' farms 
where 
the tomato stakes 
have 
lasted for years. 
The secret 
is 
keeping them in the dry in the 
Winter and early Spring. 
One man bored holes through 
the stake* about a foot apart and 
tied strings in these holes, all 
ready for use in fr«»temng the 
plants to them. All he needs to do 
when he pulls up his stakes is to 
pull on one end of the string, and 
tile bow knot is untied and the 
vine* fall off. "That s an unusual 
thing to do, but it is a time and 
labor saver, especially if you are 
raising many tomatoes" I said to 
him, and he agreed with me.

But with the newer alloys and 
processes, and especially the great 
variety of metals used in war in­ 
dustries, a whole new group of 
hazards has come up which in­ 
dustrial physicians and hygienists 
are dealing with. 
Chromium, for instance, was 
placed in 1938 as one of the four 
minerals indispensable to national 
defense and in the first class of 
priority restrictions. It is the es­ 
sential additive to iron to make 
stainless steel. 
The continuous 
German threats against Turkey 
are partly due to the large de­ 
posits of chromium there. 
Chromium has found use in 
electro-plating, 
pigment 
manu­ 
facture, tanning, lithography, blue 
print production, wallpapers, lino­ 
leum and matches. Chromium as a 
metal carries no hazard for poison­ 
ing under any circumstances, but 
chromic acid and its derivatives 
do, They affect the skin, where 
chronic 
ulcers 
called 
“chrome 
holes1' occur; also on the eyes, the 
nose and the bronchial tubes. 
Prevention of this sort of poi­ 
soning in industry is effected by 
personal protection of the worker, 
by ex haust systems, and more and 
more by the substitution of non- 
tox i© salts of chromium. 


Ladmium is another metal of 
quite recent importance in in­ 
dustry. It is used in the produc­ 
tion of bearing metala, chiefly for 
gasoline engines, for plating, in 
the m anufacture of paint« , and in 
alloys other than bearing alloys. 
Its dust may be inhaled by in­ 
dustrial workers, causing various 
degrees of bronchial irritation. 
: wallowing small amount« leads to 
chronic dyspepsia and m alnutri­ 
tion. Several epidemics of cad­ 
mium poisoning have been re­ 
ported, from the use of ice cubes 
made in electric ref rigerator trays. 
This ex perience has led to the 
abandonment of any use of cad­ 
mium in cooking utensils or ice 
trays, or what was once contem­ 
plated, cadmium foil for wrapping 
foods. 
Picnickers who use metal wash- 
tubs, or 
any container found 
around camping ground» or the 
roads going to them, do so at their 
own risk. 
'1 he symptoms of cadmium poi­ 
soning are so like what is gen­ 
erally ascribed to food poisoning 
that it is probable that many epi­ 
demics of so-called food poisoning 
in the past have really been of 
this metallic nature.

T 
HE greatest conquerors the world has 
ever seen were the Mongols. 
In the 
course of the 13th century they subdued 
China, most of the rest of Asia except In­ 
dia, also Russia and a large part of east­ 
ern Europe. One of their methods of con­ 
quest was wholesale massacre. 
At Bag­ 
dad, seat of the Mohammendan religion, 
they killed 800,000 people. 
Often, after

erable wretches that might be lurking in 
the ruins. 
A town that had offered parti­ 
cular resistance would be utterly demolish­ 
ed, and salt sown upon the ruins.

If they have not massacred in such 
large numbers as the Mongols, and even 
this is uncertain, it may well be because 
the war has prevented them from giving 
their full attention to such matters. . 
Despite the terrorism, or maybe be­ 
cause of it, the Mongol empire faded away 
to nothingness, and they themselves sur­ 
vive only as an evil nam . 
In this can be 
read the future of the Nazis.

Poisoning From Newly 
Used Metal Compounds

Lead poisoning is the long- 
familisr type of industrial mete! 
poisoning, although 
preventive 
measures have made it almost non­ 
existent. The last case I saw oc­ 
curred in the person of a manu­ 
facturer of caskets who lined some 
of them with lead sheeting. 
New Group of Retards 
But with the newer alloys and 
protester and especially the great 
variety of metals used in war in­ 
dustries, a whole new group of 
hazards hee come up which in­ 
dustrial physicians and hygienists 
are dealing with. 
Chromium, for instance, was 
placed in 1938 as one of the four 
minerals indispensable to national 
defense and in the first class of 
priority restrictions. It is the es­ 
sentia! additive to iron to make 
stainless steel. The continuous 
German threats against Turkey 
art partly due to the large de­ 
posits of chromium there. 
Chromium has found use in 
electro-plating, pigment manu­ 
facture, tanning, lithography, blue 
print production, wallpapers, lino­ 
leum and matches. Chromium as a 
metal carries no hazard for poison­ 
ing under any circumstances, bot 
chromic acid and its derivatives 
de* They affect the skin, where 
chronic ulcers called "chroma 
holes" occur; also on the eyes, the 
nose and the bronchial tubes. 
Prevention of this sort of poi­ 
soning in industry is effected by 
personal protection of the worker, 
by exhaust systems, and more and 
more by the eubstitution of non­ 
toxic salts of chromium 


Cadmium is another metal of 
quite recent importance in in­ 
dustry. It is used in the produc­ 
tion of benring metals, chiefly for 
gasoline engines, for plating, in 
the manufacture of paints, and in 
alloys other than bearing alloys. 
IU dust may be inhaled by in­ 
dustrial workers, causing various 
degrees of bronchial irritation. 
Swallowing small amounU leads to 
chronic dyspepsia and malnutri­ 
tion. Several epidemics of cad­ 
mium poisoning have been re­ 
ported, from the Ute of ice cubee 
made in electric refrigerator trays. 
This experience has led to the 
abandonment of any use of cad­ 
mium in cooking utensils or ice 
trays, or what was ones contem­ 
plated, cadmium foil for wrapping 
foods. 
Picnickers who use metal wash­ 
tubs, or any container found 
around camping grounds or the 
roads roing to them, do eo et their 
own risk. 
The symptoms of cadmium poi­ 
soning are se like what is gen­ 
erally ascribed to food poisoning 
that it is probable that many epi­ 
demics of so-called food poisoning 
in the past have really bean of 
this metallic nature. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
T. D., Chicago. IU.: lf one auf- 
fered with chronic bronchitis and 
almost continuous coughs and 
colds for some year* and then de­ 
veloped sinus trouble, would, in 
your opinion, this sinus infection 
be brought about aa a result of the 
long-standing chronic bronchitis? 
Answer: The chances are, in my 
opinion, that the bronchitis and 
the frequent coughs and colds were 
symptoms of the sinus infection. 
The sinus infection might easily 
not have been recognized as such; 
people who have sinus trouble do 
not complain in the early stage of 
the disease of the noes so much 
as they do of frequent recurrent 
cold*.
